FRESHMAN YEAR 

In September, 1948, twenty-two young, green students, entered Proctor 
High School, feeling rich and cocky, with over seventy-five dollars in their 
bank account. 

At our first class meeting we chose John Bresnehan our president, Rosalie 
Colburn vice president, Faith Champme secretary, and Lillian King treasurer. 

We found Miss Gay in the mathematics department, Coach Brokaw in 
boys' physical education, Miss Kemp in girls' physical education, Miss Hackett, 
Englisn, Mrs. Johnson in the commercial department, and Miss Erway, music. 
Miss Towne was teaching English; Mr. Williams, history; Mr. O'Horo, 
manual training; Mrs. Fontaine, languages; and Miss Shanney, home economics. 
Our principal was Mr Parry. 

With Miss Gay as our sponsor we became known as a very thrifty class 
with new ideas. 

After living through the Freshman Reception (Luckily they'd forbidden 
a great deal that year!}, we started to make money, but not too successfully. 
We had a King and Queen Dance, food sales, and a few Saturday night dances. 

We had our representatives, Louis Lertola and Albert Vigneau, out for 
football and Robert Johnson, Albert Vigneau, and Louis Lertola out for basket- 
ball and baseball. 

We were proud, too, when Lillian King made the cheerleading squad. 
Lillian also went to the Music Festival in Burlington. Elinor Johnson and 
Louis Lertola were on Student Council. Mane Macek made first string on 
the Girls' Basketball team. 

After basketball came the junior one-act plays. We presented "Billy's 
First Date" with Marie Macek, John Bresnehan, Louis Lertola, Lillian King, 
Elinor Johnson, Ellen Bowman, Joan L’Herault and Albert Vigneau in the cast. 
We won second prize. Thomas Geno directed the play. 

We attended the Roman Banquet for the Latin classes. 

We ended our first school year with a bang-up picnic at Lake St. Catherine. 


'SOPHOMORE YEAR 

The loss of one student, Shirley Hanson, who got married, left our class 
with only twenty-one students as we entered our second year. We now had 
$117,79 in our class pocket and we were still money- wise (Some upper- 
classmen said that we were wise, period.). 

We again elected John Bresnehan president, Ellen Bowman vice president, 
Therese Kallio secretary, and Janet Navari treasurer. 

We had only three changes in faculty: Mr. Silvester became principal; 
Mrs. Ploof, home economics instructor; and Miss Guidotti, music instructor. 


Again with Miss Gay as our sponsor we undertook the following activi- 
ties: Sophomore Hop, food sales. Harvest Moon Dance, a skit for Hallowe'en 
which won us ten dollars, and the Sadie Hawkins Dance which we held in the 
town hall. 

We started the idea of football and basketball programs, an idea which 
proved very successful. 1 think we enjoyed getting the ads more than anything. 
We sold candy at the football games. 

Louis Lertola and Albert Vigneau were on the football squad again, 
with Bobby Johnson joining them on the basketball and baseball teams. Our 
basketball team won the Marble Valley League and went to the "C" Tourna- 
ment in Burlington. 

The sophomore play was "Candy Goes on a Diet ” with John Bresnehan, 
Christine Hinds. Marie Macek, Louis Lertola, Lillian Kmg and Albert Vigneau 
in the cast. Marilyn Duprey and Sheila Fay were directors. Again we won 
second prize. 

The Roman Banquet was again held at the Sutherland Club, and we were 
the hosts. 

Elinor Johnson and Louis Lertola were on the Student Council; Lillian 
King was again m the all-state orchestra at the Music Festival in Burlington. 

For the first time a prize speaking contest was held under the sponsorship 
of the Woman's Club. Marie Macek, Joan L’Herault, and Lillian King 
represented our class, Lillian King won second prize. 

Again we finished the year off with a successful picnic at Lake St. 
Catherine. 


JUNIOR YEAR 

Oh, yes, our class was dwindling to almost nothing; for this year we 
were left with only sixteen. Arlond Tanner left for the Army; Faith Champme 
and Doris Yorke became engaged; Christine Hinds moved back to Rutland; 
while John Bresnehan transferred to M.SJ. 

Our class officers were: president, Elinor Johnson; vice president, 

Louis Lertola; secretary, Jean Fregosi; and Marie Gtancola, treasurer, as she 
was noted for her integrity. Miss Gav, who became Mrs Norman Johnson, 
went further toward making the high school into Johnson, Johnson and Johnson, 
Incorporated. 

Proctor High School lost one of its best friends this year. Mr. Call went 
to Morrisvitle to teach. To replace him came Mr. Rogerson. Coach Wells" 
replaced Coach Brokaw who was called back into the Army, and Miss Dewing 
took over Miss Kemp's position in the physical education department. In 
October a teacher with many years of long and faithful service to the young 
people of Proctor, Miss Marion Hackett, was forced to retire because of illness. 
Mrs. Fontaine took over her duties in English; while Mr. Lepore, and later, 
Mrs. Murphy, taught Latin and English, 

"Money, money" was our cry; and in our visions danced, not sugar plums, 
but gold and silver. The presentation of the junior one-act plays was one of 
our biggest projects. Our class presented "A New School for Wives. ' 


In the cast were: Louis Lertola, Lillian King, Marie Macek, Ann Curtis, 

Jean Fregosi, Elinor Johnson, Albert Vigneau, and Rosalie Colburn. This 
great comedy, directed by Mrs. Norman Johnson, won first prize. Another 
new idea was a haynde, which was a big success for the “lovers’ 1 of P.H.S. 
Again we made basketball programs, which netted approximately three 
hundred dollars. 

The members of our class were rapidly turning into politicians. Louis 
Lertola was elected vice president of the Student Council, and Elinor Johnson 
and Lillian King were class representatives. In June Elinor Johnson was chosen 
to represent the Student Council at the National Student Council Convention 
in Wellesley, Massachusetts. Elinor had the honor of leading a discussion 
group. 

Albert Vigneau, Robert Johnson, and Louis Lertola, the three boys in our 
class, gave us one hundred per cent on the baseball squad. Not every class can 
boast such a percentage. There was no football season, but Bob and Louis 
played basketball. !n February we went to the Class “C” tournament We 
won the first game but were defeated by Barton, the class “C” champs, in 
our second game. We were proud that Joan L’Herault was chosen “C” 
Tourney Queen. 

The girls’ softball team wasn't very successful; but fun was had by the 
girls: Jean Fregosi, Joan L’Herault, Mary Jane McCullough, Ann Curtis and 
Marie Macek. Elinor Johnson was our efficient manager. Joan L’Herault and 
Marie Macek made the varsity cheerleading squad and Jean Fregosi became a 
J.V. cheerleader. Ann Curtis, Jean Fregosi, Mary Jane McCullough and 
Therese Kallio were on the Varsity basketball team; and again Elinor Johnson 
was the manager. 

Joan L’Herault and Lillian King went out for prize speaking, and loan 
tied for third place. Elinor and Lillian went to the Music Festival in Burling- 
ton. 

Marie Macek was chosen to go to the Model General Assembly of the 
United Nations held in Plymouth, New Hampshire. She represented Canada 

As the year was drawing to a close, Elinor Johnson and Marie Macek 
were chosen delegates to Girls’ State; and Robert Johnson and Louis Lertola, 
to Boys’ State. 

We looked forward to entering our senior year with the largest capital 
of all the classes in Proctor High. We thought this was the end of our busiest 
year, but we were to find out we had never been so busy as we were going to 
be in the future. 


SENIOR YEAR 

The great year had arrived! In our first class meeting as seniors we elected 
Louis Lertola president, Jean Fregosi vice president, Mane Macek secretary, 
and Marie Giancola treasurer. Mrs. Norman Johnson and Mrs. Fontaine were 
chosen co-sponsors. 

When Mrs. Johnson left for Germany to be with her husband, we gave 
her a Bon Voyage Party at Elinor Johnson s home. Mrs. Frank Johnson from 


Rutland substituted until the school could find a new math teacher. He came 
in the form of Mr. Loyzelle. Mrs. MacPhcrson was now teaching music, and 
Miss Parkhurst handled girls’ gym. 

Guy Loso left us to join the Navv. We were now fifteen pupils “trying” 
to graduate. 

Our first big undertaking was the senior play, “Men Are Like Streetcars.’’ 
The cast included all the girls except Ellen Bowman and Marie Giancola and 
all the boys except Robert Johnson, who was manager, and included also two 
junior boys, George Loso and Thomas Mohan, and one sophomore, Joseph 
Cizmadia, whom we had to “borrow.” (And a successful loan it was!) 
The play was a smash hit! Mrs. Fontaine was the director. 

Louis Lertola was elected president of the Student Council; and Elinor 
Johnson and Marie Macek, senior members. These went to Burlington in 
April for a state student council convention, at which Marie Macek led a 
panel discussion 

Elinor Johnson was chosen D. A. R. girl; and Marie Macek, queen of the 
“C” Tourney, which was held in Barre again this year. Louis Lertola, our 
star center, made the all 'tourney team. We lost our second game to Stowe 
who went on to win the championship. 

During basketball season we were very busy selling refreshments at the 
home games. We also sold Christmas cards and later Proctor banners. 

Baseball started right after basketball, and the boys looked very chic in 
their new uniforms. 

Rosalie Colburn left us to get married and move to New Jersey. 

The District One-Act Play Contest was again held in Proctor. Marie 
Macek, Lillian King, Elinor Johnson, Joan L’Herault, George Loso, Thomas 
Mohan, Anne Dynan, and Ann Curtis were in the cast of “The Neighbors.” 
This comedy, directed by Mrs. Fontaine, won first place in the district. 

At the assembly before spring vacation it was announced that Jean Fregosi 
was valedictorian and Elinor Johnson, salutatonan. 

Prize speaking was sponsored again by the Woman’s Club. Marie 
Macek, Joan L’Herault, and Lillian King all participated; and Joan won second 
prize. 

Only a few hours after prize speaking contest, at the amazing hour of 
quarter to two in the morning, eleven seniors and two chaperones, Mr. and 
Mrs. Fontaine, left for the long and eagerly awaited senior trip to New York 
and Washington. In spite of missing bus wheels, suitcases, and pocketbooks 
we all enjoyed such events as tours of Washington and Mount Vernon, a 
“splash” party, the Broadway hit musical, “Call Me Madam,’ a yacht cruise, 
a nig league baseball game, a class banquet at a night club, and the Easter 
show at Radio City Music Hall. We returned happy but exhausted. 

Right after our class trip Lillian King, Mary Jane McCullough, Therese 
Kallio, Elinor Johnson, Ann Curtis, and Janet Navari went up to Burlington 
for the music festival. 

We have arrived today at the end of four hectic but happy years. We shall 
look back upon these years many times in the future and remember with wistful 
pleasure the good times and many friends to whom we now say, Auf Wieder- 
sehn.”
